4. Claim 2 Is objected to because of the following informalities: The reference 
character 28 appears in the claim but is not in the drawings as discussed above.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following Is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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7. The term "somewhat" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "somewhat" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. The actual amount 
of inclination is rendered unclear or subject to multiple interpretations. 

8. Regarding claims 3 and 4, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1 -4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

1 0. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not anticipate or render obvious the combined rotational and 
reciprocating motion of the rollers achieved by the dual drive mechanisms in 
combination with the other elements of the claims.
